SAYS KEEP ME. SCENIC COM. 

“Carry In-Carry Out” is the 
Code of the Maine Woods accord- 
Ing to the Keep Maine Scenic Com- 
mittee of the Maine Bureau of 
Parks aiid Recreation. 

The slogan refers to the control 
of litter and trash in Maine’s vast 
backcountry. Marshall Wiebe, K 
MS. Committee coordinator, says 
that the old ways of back woods 
trash disposal just won’t do any- 
more. In the past, he said, camp- 
ers and fishermen buried their re- 
‘fuse or just left it for someone 
else to clean up. ‘Animals dug up 
the trash and scattered it and 
there just isi’t anyone to collect 
litter in the’millions of acres of 
Maine woods”, he said, Addition- 
ally, it is against Maine law to 
dispose of trash on the property 
of another person, 

These facts plug the tremendous 
increase in the number of people 
oing, into the woods for recrea- 
tion have given rise to the carry 
in-carry out litter control program 
according to Wiebe. 

Wiebe indicated that he believes 
most outdoors people are willing 
{o carry out their trash but. that 
“many just are unaware of the 


new policy’. The Committee hopes ™
